Senior 
housing 
needs 
discussed

BROOKFIELD — Over 35 peo- 
ple attended last Thursday night’s 
meeting regarding the status of 
senior housing in the local Quaboag 
and Quabbin area. 

Held at the Brookfield 
Congregational Church and led by 
member Clarence Snyder, the infor- 
mative session was a follow up to a 
recent meeting in October and part 
of the ongoing initiative to raise 
awareness of the expected rise in 
the 65-year-old and older popula- 
tion and the ability for them to live 
comfortably in the local commu- 
nities. 

The initiative actually began 
when the Spirit Lifters, an out- 
reach group from the Brookfield 
Congregational Church that visits 
the local senior population during 
the year and specifically on holi- 
days, saw the dire need for local 
senior housing. 

As well-known town residents 
like Rota Josephson and others 
had to move away to find places to 
live that would better service their 
needs, Snyder along with members 
of the community began to put their 
heads together to come up with 
alternatives to relocating. 

“The church reached out to 
Spencer senior housing to see 
how they did things,’ Snyder said. 
“Since September we wrote a grant 
and for our October meeting, we 
talked about the CMRPC (Central 
Massachusetts Regional Planning

Pathfinder culinary students bake up a landmark 


Culinary students 
win big in state- 
wide contest

PALMER -— Several culinary 
students from Pathfinder Regional 
Vocational Technical High School 
were recently recognized as the 
first-place winners of a statewide 
gingerbread house building contest. 
The students modeled their entry 
in the likeness of the historic Stone 
House Museum in Belchertown. 

“It was fantastic. I love it when 
the kids get very excited over a 
project,” said Pathfinder Baking 
Instructor Chef Laura Rogers. 

The contest was held this year 
in an effort to promote and high- 
light the importance of vocation- 
al educational programs across the 
state. The competition was a part of 
the governor’s annual Holiday Tree 
Lighting and Open House earlier 
this month, and was the first of its 
kind in the commonwealth. 

Rogers said the students picked 
The Stone House, a historical 
museum in Belchertown, because 
they felt it visually represented 
their section of the commonwealth. 

Three seniors participated in the 
competition, including Maddison 
Carron, Saebra Delaney, and Kiley

case their gingerbread replica of the Stone House Museum in Belchertown. 


Maxfield. Rogers said this was the 
first year the students participated 
in the competition. She added it 
took several weeks for the students 
to plan and complete the entire 


project. 

“It took the kids about three 
days just to put the chocolate edible 
stones on the house, another day 
to do the roof—it was a two-week 


project,” she said, adding students 
wanted to do more, but two snow 
days inhibited their plans. “They 
came up with an idea to airbrush 
the roof black; they were passionate 
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about it. They dusted sugar on it to 
make it look like snow, and they 
were working on making a fence 
but ran out of time.” 

The students also made 
sugar cookies in the shape of 
Massachusetts and placed a 
P for Pathfinder over Western 
Massachusetts, and round sugar 
cookies with a P to represent their 
school. 

Built originally in 1827 by 
Jonathan Dwight as a wedding 
gift to his daughter Julia Diantha, 
The Stone House remained in the 
Dwight-Diantha family for near- 
ly a century. In 1903 the build- 
ing became a museum supported 
by the Belchertown Historical 
Society and in 1924 an annex for 
the building was constructed with 
aid from Henry Ford to house car- 
riages and horse-drawn vehicles. 
The museum continues to serve 
as an important landmark for 
Belchertown to this day, housing 
numerous documents and archives 
as well as collections of historic 
furniture and china from the 1700s 
onwards. 

Pathfinder’s gingerbread house 
was a huge hit at the State House, 
according to a statement from 
the Massachusetts Association of 
Vocational Administrators. It will 
be on display there for the sea- 
son. The gingerbread house was 
also selected as the contest’s Most 
Creative entry.

NORTH BROOKFIELD — 
The town of North Brookfield 
is seeking potential clients to 
renew its housing rehabilita- 
tion assistance program. It is 
currently working with the 
Central Massachusetts Regional 
Planning Commission to seek 
fiscal year 2020 Community 
Development Block Grant funds 
to continue and expand the pro- 
gram. 

“As is the case for this 
year’s grant, the housing rehab 
program in North Brookfield 
looks to include eligible clients 
throughout the town instead of 
in the more traditionally resi- 
dential core of the town center 
next year” said Ian McElwee, 
of the CMRPC, who is working 
with North Brookfield officials 
on the grant application. “Going 
forward we look forward to 
seeing a more diverse range of 
housing types and clients who 
would like to remain in their 
homes for the next ten to fifteen 
years and see their houses refur- 
bished and remain up to code 
and livable for the future.” 

Interested residents are 
encouraged to sign-up for the 
program now to secure their 
place on the program’s client 
list. The program, which funds 
repairs for homeowners meet- 
ing federal low-to-moderate 
income guidelines, operated in 
North Brookfield from 2013 to

2016 using funds from previ- 
ous Community Development 
Block Grants and now again in 
2019-2020. Approximately eight 
homes were refurbished during 
the previous years, and the town 
looks to rehab another 12 units 
using the existing funds. 

“The 2020 program we’re 
developing now could aid a larg- 
er number of homes assuming 
local need can be documented,” 
said Mr. McElwee. 

Eligible activities under the 
program focus on code-related 
repairs and other types of work 
needed to make homes safe and 
livable. Activities can include 
weatherization, handicapped-ac- 
cess improvements, roof 
replacement, heating and septic 
systems, window replacement, 
new paint and siding, elec- 
trical and plumbing upgrades, 
structural repairs and many 
other types of work. Assistance 
through the program is generally 
capped at $35,000 per unit. 

Homeowners who meet 
federal income guidelines are 
eligible to participate. The 
current limit for a single-per- 
son household is $52,850 in 
annual income. For a four-per- 
son household, the maximum 
income is $75,450. Financial 
assistance is in the form of 
a deferred-payment loan. 
Repayment of the loan is only 
required if the home is sold

during the 15-year loan period. 
Investor-owned homes can also 
be eligible based on tenants’ 
income and a required owner 
contribution. Clients also do not 
need to worry about their family 
needing to pay back the remain- 
der of the loan should the client 
pass away within the 15 years as 
inheritance alone does not trig- 
ger repayment. 

The housing rehabilitation 
program currently has a wait- 
ing list of 35 potential clients. 
Residents who are interest- 
ed in potentially participating 
should complete and submit an 
assistance form by the end of 
January to be added to the list.

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AP biology, 
HVAC students 
benefit

PALMER — Pathfinder 
Regional Vocational Technical 
High School students are going 
to be overseeing the birth and 
early lives of about 200 brown 
trout as they hatch from eggs 
to young fish, before releas- 
ing them in the Swift River this 
spring. 

But unlike the nearly 70 other 
schools involved in the program, 
at Pathfinder it is also an oppor- 
tunity to have students design 
and build an aquarium tank 
for the eggs and subsequently 
the young fish, to thrive before 
being released into the Swift 
River. 

Teaching with Trout, run by 
MassWildlife, provides trout 
eggs to schools across the state 
so students can be connected to 
their local environment, learn 
about water quality and habitat 
health, and be introduced to con- 
servation concepts as they relate 
to local aquatic resources. 

HVAC and refrigeration 
instructor Mariusz Zielinski said 
it has been a two-year project, 
first starting out as a tank for 
Shiners, with which students 
could use to fish. But once he 
became aware of Teaching with 
Trout, the project morphed into 
a trout aquarium. A full day of 
professional development was 
necessary for all teachers in 
the program, he said, where he 
learned about how to care for 
the fish. 

The students appeared to 
enjoy their work.“They loved 
this, are you kidding? It was a 
chance to be out of the class- 
room and doing hands-on 
work,” said HVAC instructor 
Christopher Garrow, when asked 
how students received the pro- 
gram.““The end result was pretty 
impressive, taking a pile of noth- 
ing and making it into this.” 

The used recycled materials, 
such as an old hot water heat- 
er tank, and other parts crafted 
from supplies, made up the bulk 
of the aquarium set-up, although 
the air and water pumps as well 
as the air stone bubble had to be 
purchased. 

“It’s interesting because it’s

a fish tank, and we used recy- 
cled materials,” said student Kris 
Underwood. “It’s a project we 
got to interact with as well.” 

Student Chase Wegiel said it 
was a good experience because 
different knowledge was needed 
to make it, including plumbing, 
refrigeration and HVAC skills. 
Student Devin Livernos said he 
enjoyed it because students got 
to use larger PVC piping and it 
was fun putting it all together. 

Among the challenges solved 
was a leak that led to a redesign, 
which was a good experience for 
the students because they had to 
come with another option before 
it would work properly, Zielinski 
said. 

The tank’s temperature must 
stay in the mid-50s, so it will 
mimic the Swift River’s tem- 
peratures, which range in the 50s 
year round since its water comes 
from the bottom of the Quabbin 
Reservoir. So students designed 
not just the tank but the wiring 
and an automatic thermostat that 
heats or cools the water as nec- 
essary. 

Roger Reed Hatchery 
Manager Daniel Marchant 
brought the 200 trout eggs from 


the Palmer facility in a beverage 
cooler and eased them out of a 
Ziploc sandwich bag onto a rack 
in the tank, where they will sub- 
sequently hatch. Only about 50 
percent of the eggs will survive, 
he said, and those that do will be 
between two and three inches by 
April. 

The tank is off in a nook in 
the HVAC workroom, so teach- 
ers were concerned it might 
be too dark for the fish, but 
Marchant said the trout like sub- 
dued lighting and will often hide 
in water beneath stream over- 
hangs. 

Biology teacher Erin Weldy 
said her AP biology students 
and the HVAC students will 
take turns caring for the fish and 
recording data about them, said 
Garrow. 

In the spring, students will 
travel to release the fish in the 
Swift River, and conduct addi- 
tional water testing of the river 
while they’re there, said Garrow. 
Students also took a field trip 
to the hatchery before receiving 
the fish. 

The school also has to obtain 
a state permit to possess eggs 
and young fish.

Recovery through 
the Holidays 


Ideas for celebrating 
with sobriety

hile the holidays are joyful for many people, 

W for others they are not always the most won- 

derful time of the year. Especially for those 

in early recovery from alcohol or substance use, it’s 

important to have a plan for managing stress to avoid 

the risk of a slip or relapse. Listen to yourself through- 

out the holiday season and understand that it’s OK to 

make your own decisions — smart decisions — that 
reflect your best interest. 

An important part of recovery is establishing con- 
sistent routines and healthy habits that help you stay 
safe and manage stressors. During the holidays, it’s 
important to maintain those routines and habits to feel 
more confident in your ability to manage the holiday 
stressors. You know you can do it and you know what 
works, so take these same practices and apply them 
now. 

Another good way to manage holiday stress 1s to 
connect now with people you can count on should 
you encounter a trigger or a situation that presents 
the opportunity to make risky or impulsive decisions. 
Reach out now and let them know that their support 
and guidance is more important than ever during the 
holidays. 

Knowing that a trusted person is accessible can 
help you work through another focal point of holiday 
stress: relationships. You can’t always control who 
you'll see or the environment in which you encoun- 
ter them when you’re invited to a holiday gathering. 
Stress can be magnified at a family gathering, partic- 
ularly when it brings together people whose relation- 
ships have been strained. Even certain sounds, smells 
and rituals of family gatherings can trigger painful 
memories or damaging behaviors. 

One way to cope is to ask your host in advance if 
you can bring along a guest to help you make smart 
choices and avoid conflict. You can let your host know 
that you may need to leave earlier than other guests if 
an awkward situation arises. It’s also OK to say no to 
an invitation, or not this year, if that’s the best choice 
for you. You have the right to establish your own 
boundaries and set your own limits. Your recovery 
matters more than a party. 

That doesn’t mean you need to avoid joyful holiday 
gatherings altogether. One good alternative is to attend 
holiday gatherings with trusted friends, members of 
your sober community, or others who are the “family” 
that you choose. Recovery is a new way forward, so 
creating new traditions and ways to celebrate can feel 
great and help you make progress. Many resources 
exist right here in our community that anyone can be 
part of and feel welcomed. Here are three options: 

Attend an Alcathon, a series of extended AA meet- 
ings that take place on traditional holiday party days 
and nights. They’re a great way for people in early 
recovery who may be struggling around the holidays 
to surround themselves with holiday warmth and peer 
support. Alcathons often revolve around a community 
holiday meal and provide additional fellowship and 
support for people in recovery. To learn more, visit

The Recovery Learning Center offers a variety of 
events, workshops, trainings, advocacy and leadership 
councils, a peer support line, three resource centers 
(Springfield, Greenfield, and Holyoke) and a Peer 
Respite (Northampton). Importantly, RLC is made 
up of people (not places). RLC happens wherever 
and however members of the community choose to 
connect.

Martin Luther King Jr. Family Services is a 
multi-cultural and multi-service agency dedicated 
to being “Keepers of the Dream.” The organization 
nurtures and empowers the aspirations of individ- 
uals, families and youth to achieve new realities of 
peace, social and economic justice, self-determina- 
tion, self-actualization and self-sufficiency. While 
not specifically connected to sobriety, MLK Family 
Services welcomes everyone, especially during the 
holiday season, offering events such as community 
meals and holiday celebrations.

In need of a New Year’s resolution? 
Plant a garden with your kids. 


to garden with my parents. Dad 

had control of the vegetable gar- 
den for the most part and mom had 
the flower border. Pulling weeds, 
picking flowers, planting seeds, 
you name it, I loved it. Certainly 
not every child that spends time 
in the garden will grow up to be 
a horticulturist, but chances are 
they will end up with a wonderful 
appreciation of the natural world, 
and learn a bunch of life lessons in 
the process. 

We don’t very often consider 
the by-products of our gardening 
experiences. Sure, if we are lucky 
we end up with a pretty yard and 
some food in our fridge. Many 
of us will also shed a few pounds 
after a summer of working in the 
yard. But besides these tangible 
rewards, some time spent with 
Mother Nature will no doubt fos- 
ter such important “good human 
being” traits as patience, nurtur- 
ance and optimism. With these and 
other rewards in mind, plan now to 
involve your children in the garden 
this summer. 

Garden activities should be kept 
simple, especially for younger chil- 
dren. Have them assist you in your 
garden in age appropriate tasks 
such as planting seeds and harvest- 
ing crops. Small fingers can han- 
dle larger seeds more easily than 
tiny ones, so consider having kids 
help to plant hills of pumpkins, and 
rows of peas and beans, since each 
of these seeds are a manageable

size. For large-seed- 
ed flowers varieties, 
try zinnia, sunflow- 
er, nasturtium and 
calendula. Likewise, 
plan to grow a few 
things in the garden 
that mature quick- 
ly, that way the child 
will remain interested. 
Radishes and spinach 
are ready for harvest 
in only a matter of 
weeks, whereas red 
peppers and corn take all summer 
long to grow. Despite the long wait 
for potatoes, kids generally love 
unearthing “buried treasure” at sea- 
son’s end. 

When children are a bit older, 
a theme garden of their own may 
be all they need to catch the gar- 
dening bug. Be creative here and 
let your imagination run wild with 
possibilities.

Perhaps your child loves 
pizza. Plant a “pizza” garden in 
a circular plot with wedges com- 
prised of tomato plants, pepper 
plants and herbs like basil, oregano 
and garlic.

Consider 
growing ethnic foods to educate 
kids about their background, or 
someone else’s.

he Massachusetts Audubon 
Society received a report of 
a painted bunting at Cold 
Brook Preserve, Bank St. Bogs 
in Harwich Sunday, Dec. 8. The 
male painted bunting has a blue 
head, red under parts and light 
green back and wings. In con- 
trast, the female painted bunting 1s 
plain with leaf green head, back 
and wings and lighter green on the 
chest and belly. 

The bunting is about 5 1/2 
inches long and a rare visitor to 
Massachusetts. It inhabits the Gulf 
States, Florida and Georgia. Years 
ago, Harold and Jean Dorsey of 
Barre had a painted bunting at their 
feeder in late fall. Someone cap- 
tured the bird and drove it down 
south as it would not survive the 
winter. 

Painted buntings forage on the 
ground and in low foliage for grass 
seeds and insects. They may come 
to bird feeders for sunflower seeds 
and other seed mixes. The female 
lays three to five light blue-white 
or gray white eggs with brown 
spots in a nest of stems, grasses 
and leaves lined with hair, fine 
grasses and occasionally bits of 
snakeskin. There song is a musical 
warble and the call, a short “chit.”

Cooley donned a 
thermal suit, attached a tether to 
the shoreline and pushed a small 
John boat in front of himself so 
he could jump into it should the 
ice begin to give way. He safely 
made it across the ice to the loon, 
netted it and returned to shore 
with the bird. The rescue crew 
brought the loon to a wildlife 
rehabilitator for further exam- 
ination. After the loon received 
a clear bill of health, Cooley 
brought it to Odiorne State Park, 
banded it and released it directly 
into the ocean.

April 

Selectmen unanimously approved 
and adopted a natural hazard miti- 
gation plan for the town, a Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) requirement. Planning 
assistant, Peter Peloquin of Central 
Massachusetts Regional Planning 
Commission presented the plan at the 
Monday, April 1 selectmen’s meet- 
ing. He explained that the plan was 
not a disaster response. Instead, its 
goal was to reduce hazard impacts 
before a disaster occurs. 

Dylan S. Clark, 218 Walnut Hill 
Road, won a three-year term to the 
Barre Board of Selectmen over John 
M. Lathrop II, 280 Hardwick Road, 
according to unofficial results from 
the town clerk in the Monday, April 
1 town election. With 415 voters (249 
precinct | and 166 precinct 2) or just 
under 11.5 percent of registered voter 
going to the polls, Clark received 291 
votes (169 precinct | and 122 pre- 
cinct 2) and Lathrop got 114 votes 
(75 precinct | and 122 precinct 2). 

With the words, “I relieve you 
sir,’ Cadet ENS Morgan Whitney 
took over as commanding Officer 
of the Navy JROTC unit at Quabbin 
Regional High School Friday, April 
5. Whitney, a junior, relieved Cadet 
CDR Joseph Day, a senior. 

Just in time for Holy Week and 
Easter, the Barre Players Theater, 64 
Commons St., presented the musical, 
“Godspell.”

The 
board approved the formation of a 
committee of eleven with a quorum 
of six to work on the task of becom- 
ing an age friendly and dementia 
friendly community. 

A short break in the rain Friday, 
May 10 was all a hundred or so love- 
ly young ladies and dapper young 
men needed when they gathered with 
family and friends at the Harding 
Allen Bandstand to take pictures 
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before the annual semi-formal dance 
at Quabbin Middle School. 

The next morning, Saturday, May 
11 Quabbin Middle School honored 
seventh and eighth grade students for 
academic achievement at a breakfast 
at the school. According to principal 
Sue Musnicki, the honors breakfast 
is a way to recognize middle school 
student, who have worked hard in 
academics and other subjects. 

Selectman chair Matthew Urban 
said he heard from some voters 
that they find it hard to review the 
Quabbin school budget as presented 
and at town meeting they vote a lump 
sum. Superintendent Dr. Sheila Muir 
and Cheryl Duval, director of admin- 
istrative services, gave a Slide pre- 
sentation to selectmen and members 
of the finance committee at Monday, 
May 20 selectmen’s meeting. 

Unlike any Memorial Day school 
assembly around, the NJROTC pro- 
gram includes all students from mid- 
dle and High school, as well as local 
officials and veterans, with the inten- 
tion to engage the hundreds attending 
and stress the importance of what the 
holiday truly means to those, who 
currently or have served. A replica of, 
“The Wall,” eight panels of the 144 
that make up the original monument 
in Washington D.C., was constructed 
by Quabbin students and teachers, 
Bill Simons, Therese Salvadore and 
Brent Bolger. 

The Memorial Day parade 
Monday, May 27 followed its tra- 
ditional route from Broad Street 
to Exchange Street and around the 
Common to North Park for the cere- 
mony. The Barre police truck led the 
way, followed by the color guard and 
firing squad. 

Quabbin Regional High School 
Class of 2019 celebrated the end 
of 13 years in school — kindergar- 
ten through j2th grade Friday, May 
31 on the lawn in front of the high 
school. Led by the Quabbin High 
NJROTC color guard, 133 classmates 
marched out of the high school front 
door for their graduation. Principal 
Greg Devine said that 66 percent of 
the class will attend four-year col- 
leges and 22 percent two-year col- 
leges. Four percent will enter the mil- 
itary, four percent will seek postgrad- 
uate training and four percent will 
obtain employment. 


June 

In anticipation of upcoming 
Annual Town Meetings in its mem- 
ber towns, the Quabbin Regional 
School District Committee voted to 
lower the budget increase from 2.8 
percent to 2.24 percent. The using of 
overestimated costs and reductions 
lowered Barre’s operating assessment 
from 5.17 percent to 3.47 percent and 
Hardwick went from 0.52 percent to 
minus 1.07 percent. Hubbardston’s 
assessment lowed to 6.97 percent 
from 8.83 percent; New Braintree 
from 8.60 percent to 6.82 percent and 
Oakham from 3.89 percent to 2.86 
percent. 

The Quabbin Community Band 
opened its summer series, Sunday, 
June 16 at the Nornay Bandstand, 
on South Barre Common, when they 
presented a Father’s Day Welcome 
program. Concerts continue through- 
out the summer and end in August. 

The town of Barre voted mari- 
juana zoning by law and a licens- 
ing bylaw after failed attempts to 
pass them a previous town meetings. 
Voters approved the zoning bylaw by 
ballot vote with 124 yes and 59 no 
Tuesday night, June 17. Barre vot- 
ers joined the town of Oakham in 
approving its share of the Quabbin 
Regional School District bud- 
get of $5,679,580. The towns of 
Hubbardston and New Braintree 
failed to approve the school commit- 
tee requested amount at their town 
meetings. Four of the five mem- 
ber towns must approve the school 
budget for it to pass. The town of 
Hardwick will meet later in the week. 

On the first anniversary of 
Marguerite “Magi” Maki’s death, the 
Council on Aging hosted an event 
to honor her memory at her beloved 
senior center June 17. Hers was a life 
of service to her town. She grew up 
here and graduated from Barre High 
School in 1952.

The finance committee also must 
approve them. 

The Quabbin Regional School 
District Committee met Tuesday, 
July 16 and voted to lower the FY 20 
budget by $115,855. Cheryl Duval, 
director of administrative services, 
said the funds came from reductions 
in workers’ compensation insurance 
and health insurance. She said she 
received the renewal for workers’ 
compensation via email June 25. It 
freed up $26,155. Health insurance 
renewal quote of July 8 was a five 
percent increase. Duval calculated 
a 10 percent increase in the budget 
presented at the five member town 
meetings. The reduced amount was 
$89,700. The administration recom- 
mended lowering the FY 20 budget 
by the total of the two reductions - 
$115,855. 

A hot summer day did not keep 
people from attending the annual 
Barre Police Department open house 
at the Stephen M. Brewer Public 
Safety Complex. For those that want- 
ed to “cool off,’ the air-conditioned 
public safety building was the perfect 
place when the temperature climbed 
into the 90s Saturday, July 20. 


August 

Anne Tuttle told selectmen Aug. 5 
that the Grove Street Extension walk- 
way on Barre Common was an “eye- 
sore.” She said people donated money 
to beautify the former road known as 
Grove Street Extension. Now she said 
that it was all over-grown and need- 
ed weeding. Selectmen chair Matt 
Urban suggested that the selectmen 
put the item on the agenda for the 
Department of Public Works meeting 
next week and for the board of select- 
men’s meeting Monday, Aug. 19. 

Selectmen Urban said at the Aug. 
19 meeting he talked with two or 
three groups that might be willing 
to help maintain the Grove Street 
Extension second of the Common. 
Bull God Landscaping provided and 
put down mulch for the gardens that 
line the walkway. The Boy Scouts 
were interested in volunteering to 
help keep it looking nice. Urban said 
the town should plan to purchase 
maintenance work and include it in 
next year’s budget. 

This past weekend, Aug. 24 and 
25 marked the return of the Worcester 
County 4-H Fair for the second year 
at Felton Field.

September 

Sept 7 the Barre Common was 
buzzing with traffic, many who made 
a special trip to the annual Barre 
Lions Club car show. “Every year 
we come to this car show, we love 
the old cars,” said Shirley Morrow 
from Paxton, who was admiring a red 
Austin Healey 3000 MKIII. “I have 
to like the old cars. I’m 86 years old.” 

Selectmen chair Matthew Urban 
said at the Sept. 9 meeting that South 
Barre “was a densely populated area 
and does not have play equipment or 
basketball hoop.” Selectmen received 
two letters from abutters to Nornay 
Park and both letter writers opposed a 
basketball hoop at the park. They said 
there was basketball hoop in Nornay 
Park in the past and it became a 
hangout with drinking and drug use. 
Mary Ann Gendron of the South 
Barre Common Committee said there 
was already a park at High Plains 
with playground equipment and bas- 
ketball court. 

Sept. 14 at Felton Field the Duval 
family attended the Joe’s Journey 
for Recovery 5K and corn hole tour- 
nament, in celebration of Joseph 
Duval’s life and with the intention 
to raise awareness of drug addiction. 
Joseph Duval lost his battle with sub- 
stance use disorder and addiction in 
2018. Since his death and to honor 
his memory, his family established a 
501-c non-profit organization, Joe’s 
Journey for Recovery. 

Police Chief John Carbone said 
that the total number of calls to Seven 
Hills Foundation/Stetson School 
declined this year from 2018 at the 
Sept. 23 selectmen’s meeting. There 
were a total of 29 man-hours for 218. 
For this year, there were 72 man- 
hours. He estimated the median rate 
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for man-hours at $26.50 per hour. 
October 

Carter and Stevens Farm held 
its annual Harvest Fest Columbus 
Day weekend. In conjunction with 
the Harvest Fest, Carter and Stevens 
looks to do something to give back 
and hold the pumpkin launch fund- 
raiser each year.

A nor-easter hit the region 
late Wednesday, Oct. 16 and into 
Thursday, Oct. 17. It combined high 
winds and heavy rain to cause wide- 
spread power outages. The Quabbin 
Regional District called off school 
both Thursday, Oct. 17 and Friday, 
Oct. 18. Town administrator Andrew 
Golas said, “The main impact of the 
storm hit the area between 2 a.m. and 
6 a.m. Barre’s public safety depart- 
ments were dispatched to numerous 
reports of trees across roadway and 
wires down.” He said, “With 1,600 
National Grid customers, equaling 66 
percent of the town without power, 
we opened an Emergency Operations 
Center, declared a local state of emer- 
gency and requested National Grid 
send a community liaison to coordi- 
nate restoration efforts.” 

Ron Higgins requested a host 
community agreement to grow out- 
door marijuana at 101 Daunt Road 
at the Oct. 21 selectmen’s meeting. 
The farm on Daunt Road has 115 
acres with a lot of woods. The site of 
the marijuana cultivation would not 
be visible from the road. The state 
limits outdoor cultivation to 2.2 acres. 
Higgins said he erected a sign on the 
property earlier in the day as required 
by law. The sign must be installed at 
the site 14 days prior to the public 
hearing. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 30 the 
Knights of Columbus gathered 
friends from three local food pan- 
tries to present their checks from the 
2019 “Fill the Pantry” golf scramble. 
Each food pantry received $7,500. 
Recipients were Barre Food Pantry, 
Rutland’s Food Bank and Joseph’s 
Project in Holden.

OCC works to meet demand 
for skilled dental assistants 


WORCESTER -— There is an evo- 
lution in the dental world as more 
innovative technological advanc- 
es are happening in the field of 
dentistry. Yet while technology is 
advancing, dentists in the region are 
experiencing a shortage of dental 
assistants; particularly those with 
advanced skill sets. 

Quinsigamond Community 
College’s (QCC) dental educa- 
tion programs have been working 
to meet this need by tailoring pro- 
grams that deliver highly trained 
dental assistants to the workplace. 
This year the college opened a new 
dental lab that offers QCC dental 
assistant and hygienist students the 
opportunity to work on state-of-the- 
art dental equipment used in dental 
materials labs across the region. 

“This lab is part of QCC’s efforts 
to address Greater Worcester’s need 
for dental health care by creating a 
workforce of skilled clinicians in 
the field of dental hygiene and den- 
tal assisting,” said chairman of the 
Worcester District Dental Society, 
George E. Maloney, D.M.D. 

Dr. Brandon Cairo, of Worcester, 
is working with QCC instructors 
to help teach the college’s dental 
assisting students the ins and outs 
of what it means to be a quality 
dental assistant. He said the new 
lab is a great way for students to 
gain exposure to the latest in den- 
tal technology. According to Dr. 
Cairo, this type of hands-on educa- 
tion makes QCC’s dental assistants 
more valuable when they enter the 
marketplace, by having more skill 
sets than their contemporaries. 

QCC’s new lab equipment 
includes CAD/CAM technology; 
digital cameras, a milling machine 
that can make crowns; a high-tech 
scanner; staining unit and oven and 
other cutting-edge dental equip- 
ment gives students the ability to 
become proficient on equipment 
they might one day be using in a 
dental office. 

“The less I have to teach (dental 
assistants) the more valuable they 
are to me. Sometimes assistants 
bring skill sets to the office that 
a dentist doesn’t have,” Dr. Cairo 
said. “They command a pay that’s 
better than average and increases 
their worth as employees. This pro- 
gram here at QCC is a good one, 
that’s why I teach it.” 

According to the state’s 
Executive Office of Labor and 
Workforce Development, the num- 
ber of Massachusetts dental assis- 
tant jobs is projected to grow by 
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Nick Beaulieu surveys the 
perimeter.

and C.J. Podkowka (138 Ibs), along 
with sophomore Jacob Luukko (160 
Ibs), also have been looking prom- 
ising in practice. 

“The strength of our team is that 
we have a great group of kids who 
are willing to put in the work and 
look to improve both in practice 
and competition,” shared Adams. 
“We will have to work on skill 
throughout the season and finding 
identities for all wrestlers which 
they can improve.” 

The team was put to the test on 
Dec. 14 when they traveled to St. 
John’s in Shrewsbury and faced 
Weymouth, St. John’s and Keefe 
Tech, going 0-2-1, tying with Keefe 
Tech. 
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“With it being the first quad of 
the season, the younger and inex- 
perienced wrestlers had to get some 
jitters and nerves out in order to 
progress,’ commented Adams. “I 
feel that it showed we have wres- 
tlers who go after it, no matter 
what, but it also showed some of 
the things we need to work on.” 

Kemp was the only Panther who 
went 3-0 that day, winning all of his 
contests. 

A few days later it was off to 
Northboro where Quabbin fell to 
Algonquin last Wednesday, 36-18. 

“Algonquin is always a well 
coached and tough team,” Adams 
said. “They have many wrestlers 
who should do well this year and 
they are a very sound team with 
some depths at weights.” 

Despite the loss, Quabbin did 
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12.5 percent over a 10-year period 
ending in 2022. The pay scale for 
dental assistants is also on the rise. 
The website, DentalCareersEDU. 
org noted that on average a dental 
assistant in Central Massachusetts 
makes $45,074, while an experi- 
enced assistant, on average, makes 
$50,561. 

“In New England there is a defi- 
nite need for dental assistants. Most 
weeks I get at least two calls or 
emails from dentists looking for 
dental assistants,’ said Jennifer 
McKeon, coordinator of QCC’s 
Dental Assisting program. 

In addition to working in the lab, 
QCC’s dental assistants do extern- 
ships working in both general den- 
tal offices and specialty offices. 
The students also work on com- 
munity-based service projects such 
as the KidSeal Program, which 
provides free dental care, includ- 
ing dental screenings, prophylaxis, 
radiographs, oral health education 
and fluoride varnish, to elementary 
school-aged children at schools in 
the greater Worcester area. 

“You learn so much more here,” 
said current dental assisting student 
Taylor Handson. 

As the only accredited pro- 
gram in Worcester County, QCC’s 
one-year Dental Assisting program 
is accredited by the Commission 
on Dental Accreditation (CODA), 
which is nationally recognized by 
the United States Department of 
Education as the sole agency to 
accredit dental and dental-relat- 
ed education programs conducted 
at the post-secondary level. Upon 
graduation, QCC dental assisting 
students will be prepared to take the 
Dental Assisting National Board 
examination in order to achieve the 
Certified Dental Assistant designa- 
tion. 

“Accreditation also commands a 
higher salary,” McKeon said.

Senate passes act to support improved 
higher education financial stability 


BOSTON — In the wake of 
a series of high-profile clo- 
sures of small colleges through- 
out the Commonwealth, the 
Massachusetts State Senate unan- 
imously advanced legislation 
Wednesday that will establish new 
requirements relative to higher 
education financial reporting and 
oversight in an effort to support 
both students and the institutions 
of higher education themselves. 

The legislation establish- 
es new accountability measures, 
including the development of stu- 
dent-focused contingency plans if 
that public college or university 
is expected to close. In addition, 
it requires the development of a 
training program for school board 
of trustee members to promote 
better oversight of public colleges 
and universities. 

“No student’s degree aspira- 
tions or financial resources should 
ever be put in limbo due to the 
sudden closure of their school,” 
said Senate President Karen E. 
Spilka (D-Ashland). “I am proud 
that this legislation passed by the 
Senate will bring stability and 
transparency to our higher educa- 
tion system.” 

“The Senate has continually 


placed an emphasis on education 
and making sure that students are 
afforded every opportunity pos- 
sible,’ said Senator Anne Gobi 
(D-Spencer), Senate Chair of 
the Joint Committee on Higher 
Education. “This bill adds nec- 
essary protections to make sure 
that students, faculty, and staff 
are protected from abrupt school 
closings and provides greater 
transparency and accountability 
relative to the financial stability 
of all institutions of higher learn- 
ing.” 

Among its provisions, the leg- 
islation seeks to address issues 
surrounding the closure of higher 
education institutions by requir- 
ing annual financial reports from 
public colleges and universi- 
ties. Under the bill, the Board of 
Higher Education (BHE) is tasked 
with creating an assessment 
system to examine whether an 
institution is at risk of imminent 
closure; if so, the institution 1s 
required to prepare a contingency 
plan for closure. 

Higher education institutions 
are also required to notify the 
BHE of any known financial cir- 
cumstances that may result in clo- 
sure or the inability to fulfill obli- 


gations. Failure to comply with 
the requirements of the legislation 
may result in penalties from BHE. 

To help ensure that college 
and university trustees under- 
stand their legal, fiduciary and 
ethical obligations under the 
law, the legislation requires the 
Department of Higher Education 
to develop a training program 
on topics critical to the proper 
oversight of a public institution 
of higher education. Relevant top- 
ics may include fraud prevention, 
fiduciary responsibilities, ethical 
procurement and state finance 
law. Trustees would be required 
to complete the training every 
four years. 

The Massachusetts House 
of Representatives passed 
similar legislation in early 
October. Action in both branches 
follows several recent instances of 
school closures, most notably last 
year’s sudden closure of Mount 
Ida College in Newton, as well as 
disclosures of other fiscal issues 
at other public higher education 
institutions. 

An Act to support improved 
financial stability in higher educa- 
tion now returns to the House for 
further consideration.

BBB offers tips to keep tax information secure 


The Better Business Bureau (BBB) has some 
suggestions for consumers and business owners 
for keeping their tax information secure and 
avoiding tax-related scams. 

So far in 2019, BBB has processed approx- 
imately 2,260 complaints against tax return 
preparation services and related businesses 
including accountants preparing tax returns. 
For those complaints, the median disputed 
amount for which consumers sought BBB’s 
help was $495. 

Thus far in 2019, BBB received approxi- 
mately 600 reports to BBB Scam Tracker from 
consumers regarding con artists claiming to be 
with the IRS. This comprised nearly two per- 
cent of all Scam Tracker reports received so far 
in 2019. This has dropped from 3,500 or seven 
percent of scams in 2017. These scams tend 
to rely on tactics such as intimidation such as 


threats of arrest, isolation to keep victims from 
talking to their family members about the sup- 
posed tax issue and/or pressure to act quickly. 
Tax collection scams often employ all three to 
bully their targets into compliance. 

BBB has been cooperating with the IRS 
by providing the agency with phone numbers 
reported from consumers to BBB Scam Tracker. 
Any law enforcement agency can request addi- 
tional information from Scam Tracker and we 
are always willing to work with them to help 
stop this fraud. 

Here are some ways consumers and business 
owners can combat tax fraud. 

Only deal with trustworthy tax preparation 
services. Check BBB.org for the latest Business 
Profile before you engage a company for the 
first time. 

Protect personally identifiable information 


(PII) such as birth date, Social Security num- 
bers, bank accounts, etc. 

Check out websites carefully and make sure 
they are accessing the real IRS website (irs.gov) 
when filing taxes electronically or inquiring for 
additional information. 

If you get tax information delivered electron- 
ically from your employer or other entity, treat 
that information carefully. Download it onto a 
password-protected computer. Understand how 
tax scams work and be on guard for “red flags” 
such as calls before you’ve received any kind 
of letter from the Internal Revenue Service, 
Canadian Revenue Agency or other tax author- 
ity, demands for immediate payment, threats or 
intimidation or payment requests via wire trans- 
fer, prepaid debit card or gift card. People may 
check out this BBB Scam Tip for more informa- 
tion at BBB.org/TaxScams.
